certain property to send a certified copy of an affidavit of affixation and any 16 

attachments to the Motor Vehicle Administration at a certain time; requiring 17 

the Administration to record the affidavit and attachments in its records; 18 

requiring the Administration to make certain records available to certain 19 

individuals; requiring the owner of a manufactured home that is to be severed 20 

from real property to file an affidavit of severance under certain circumstances; 21 

requiring an affidavit of severance to contain certain information and 22 

statements; requiring an affidavit of severance to be recorded under certain 23 

circumstances; requiring the Administration to accept a certain copy of a certain 24 

affidavit of severance for filing and issue a certain certificate of title in a certain 25 
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manner; requiring a custodian to disclose personal information in the public 1 

records of the Administration to certain individuals; requiring the 2 

Administration to develop a certain model affidavit; providing for the 3 

application of certain provisions of this Act; defining certain terms; and 4 

generally relating to manufactured homes and the conversion affixation to and 5 

severance from real property.

The 6 

term includes any structure that meets all of the requirements of this paragraph 7 

except the size requirements and with respect to which the manufacturer voluntarily 8 

files a certification required by the United States Secretary of Housing and Urban 9 

Development and complies with the standards established under Title 42 of the 10
